We 
have the problem of sorting out the 
relevant, attaining a Perspective and 
reaching a conclusion that can be de- 
‘ended against any attack. To cer- 
tain minds this procedure comes natu- 
rally; to others training in the solu- 
tion of complicated problems points

The Time for Action 

Fifth among the essentials of sound 
thinking is the power to apply. A few 
individuals have minds that travel at 
random or in circles. Some have 
minds that even refuse to budge. But 
there are still others who naturally or 
through training have minds that can 
be directed straight through to the 
practical application of their thoughts. 
They refuse to compromise or to be 
thwarted in purpose before definite 
application of their ideas has been 
achieved.
